it was almost certain that an Itallan 
would be chosen, as, as the Italian car- 
dinals form the strongest section of 
tha sacred college. 

As a preliminary to tho meeting of 
the cardinals, the papal secretary of 
state, Cardinal Merry Del Val, gave up 
his office In acocrdance with the cus- 
tom, and all the other high officials of 
the Vatican did likewise. The late 
pope's physician, Dr, Marchiafava, de- 
Claires In an Interview that his patient 
suffered much physically and mentally 
through the outbreak of war in Europe, 

Telegrams of Condolence.

Estimated That $68,500,000 
Above Estimate Already 
Made is Required, 


Ottawa, Aug. 21.—Canada's war tax 
Will fall principally upon cofefe, sugar, 
spirits and tobacco. The minister of 
finance announced today in the com- 
mons that $68,500,000 over and above 
the estimated revenue for the current 
year of fram $130,000,000 to $135,000,000 
would be required to meet the in- 
creased expenses occasioned by the 
war, This money will be raised par- 
tially by increased customs and excise 
on the articles mentioned. 

The government has already  bor- 
rowed $25,000,000 by the issue of June, 
which leaves a balance of $43,500,000 
to be ralsed. 

Mr. White stated that owing to the 
Franco-Canadian treaty no increased 
duty could be placed) on wines and 
champagnes. 

The increased revenue by war tax- 
ation for the present fiscal year is estl- 
inated at about $7,000,000, The changes 
in the taxation of Hquor become effec- 
tive from August 7, bécause large 
amounts of liquor have been taken out 
of bond in the past few days in anti- 
cipation of Increased duties, 

There was no serious criticistn of the 
fovernment proposals on the part of 
the opposition. A. K. McLean thought 
it would have been well for the govern- 
ment to reduce the duties on food- 
stuffs. Increased imports would have 
produced a large revenue, he said. 
| Dr. Michael Clarke regreted the deci-

End of Financial Stringency 
Depends on Decisive Naval 
Battle for Britain, 


Yielding to the demands of a com- 
mittee of representative business men 
and citizens which called on him 
Thursday afternoon, John A, McDou- 
gall has consented to be a candidate 
for city commissioner for the year 1915. 
H ehas announced that he will serve 
the city in that capacity without pay. 
The same pressure has been brought to 
bear on James Ramsey, who has de- 
clared that he is willing to serve as 
mayor of Edmonton without salary, 
and that he will enter the coming 
campaign if it is the desire of the peo- 
ple that he do go. 

The committee which called on Mr, 
McDougall was headed by James 
Ramsey and consisted of eight or ten 
prominent financial and business men 
of the city. The committee urged that 
the affairs of the city had become s0 
badly involved and such friction had 
developed in the city council that if 
the credit of the city were to be re- 
trieved it would be necessary for the 
strongest men of the community to 
take the reins of government. Mr. Mc- 
Dougall at first refused the honor of 
elther mayor or commissioner, but, 
upon being assured that h ewould have 
the support of substantial an dwell- 
meaning citizens, he stated that he 
would consent to act as a member of 
the board of commiasioners, 

James Ramsey expressed the same 
sentiment and he was assured that if 
he would consent to run for the may- 
oralty this fall he would be given the 
hearty support of strong, financial in- 
terests and of men of affairs general- 
ly. 

Speaking of the present — situation 
this morning Mr. McDougall — stated 
that while the condition at the present 
time is very serious and there {s every 
indication of a winter of much suffer- 
Ing in Edmonton, he did not believe 
the war would be of long duration. He 
expressed the opinion that the financial 
stringency, which is being felt every- 
where, would not be relieved until a 
decisive battle had been fought, with 
victory for the British flag and a com- 
plete crushing for the Germans. 

“There will be much for people of 
means to do this winter,” declared Mr. 
McDougall to the Capital, “and it will 
be every man's dut yt orelieve the 
suffering as far as he is able, Only 
organized effort can cope with the 
situation.” 

Mr. McDougall deplored the fact that

That the tremendous majority of the people who constitute the} 


agricultural and industrial class of Germany had no sympathy with 
the drill-sergeant system of life imposed by the kaiser, and of w 
he was the very embodiment and personification, stands revealed to 
the world in the tremendous and constantly increasing vote of the 
social-democrats in that country immediately prior to the war. No 
people were more peace loving, none more progressive in thought 
upon the subject of human liberty. Relieved of the ghastly militar- 
ist cancer fastened upon them by the kaiser, they would have led the 
world in moulding democratic institutions, and, even with the militar- 
Ist system embedded in their every-day affairs of life, they were very 
rapidly progressing toward the abolition of that system and the re- 
pudiation of the whole doctrine of lust and greed and hate when the 
kaiser, realizing that the finish of the things for which he stood was in 
plain sight, hurled the world into war as a last recourse for the re- 
vivifying of his depreciating prestige among a thoughtful people. 
Thousands of these Germans who had no sympathy with this out- 
come foresaw or at least sensed it, and fled from a country ruled by 
an autocrat whom they felt would wantonly throw away their lives 
when the crisis came.” What they sought was a land of peace and 
freedom, and to find it they went beyond the seas. Many of them 
have come to Canada. Many more will come if given the opportuni- 
ty. Those already here must, in the very nature of things, have been 
German citizens at the time of their arrival; but the very antipithy to- 
ward the kaiser’s policy which drove them beyond the seas consti- 
lules exactly the characteristic which will make them better Cana- 
dians, This characteristic, latent and passive in time of peace, is 
definite and soul-possessing in time of war. Individually, those pos- 
sessed of it are in no danger of flying into hostilities against a country 
which guarantees them that which they sought. 

Owing to the providential limitation of the human faculties, no 
man can know what is in another’s mind, and the mental test, which 
would be the most desirable of all, is consequently impossible. Never- 
theless, it seems that any such blanket exclusion as the minister of 
justice proposes to impose againgt the Germans is much more likely 
{0 inflict loss upon Canada through excluding desirable immigrants 
than it is to keep out crack-brained pro-kaiser “patriots’’ who may 
be intent upon blowing up elevators, wrecking railways or firing 
Canadian mills, 

Against these later, providing any of them were sufficiently fa- 
natical, regulations would be futile upon a boundary line three thous- 
and miles long and unguarded almost everywhere. But, if in the 
course of events, it should so work out that the restrictions now pro- 
posed to be imposed should be continued after the war, Canada w ould 
stand to lose possibly millions of potential good citizens of the very 
highest type. 

The legislation proposed by the minister of justice should be 
hi indled very gingerly, indeed. 


‘A P E AC E PRESIDENT 
AT WASHINGTON. 

In the present war crisis, the one man entrusted with large res- 
ponsibilities who appeays to hold his head the best is President Wilson. 

Up to date, President Wilson has been called upon for two mo- 
mentous decisions. When New York bankers with close alliances with 
European capitals, asked permission to float war loans, the presi- 
dent's answer was prompt and definite. No war loans from United 
States if he could help it! Under democratic rule—and the word, 
democratic is used in its dictionary sense—United States is opposed to 
war; not only to embarking in war itself, but to seeing others embark 
in war. By refusing to permit war loans, President Wilson takes the 
most effective means possible to curtail the tragedy.

doctrine in America, would have involved United States in the trouble.

London, Aug. 21 (8.45 a.m.)—Tele- 
graphing from: Paris, Reuter's corres- 
pondent sends the following: 

“The French government is address- 
ing a note to the powers signatory to 
The Hague convention of October, 1907, 
pointing out that the German military 
authorities have violated the articles 
of the convention in that on August 10, 
according to a communication from the 
general in command of the eastern 
forces tho German troops despatched a 
number of wounded by firing shots In 
their faces and that the wounds of 
other Injured people were deliberately 
made worse by being torn open.” 

The correspondent adds that the note 
will say further: 

“Also on that same date Bavarilan 
foot soldiers In the Montigny and Mon- 
trux districts systematically fired vil- 
lages through which they passed, with- 
out tho slightest provocation, and vil- 
lagers were forced to precede the Ger- 
man scouts on the march 

“On August 11 German troops burned 
villages, massacred their inhabitants 
and drew before them women and chil- 
dren to the battlefleld ard on other 
occasions they murdered prisoners and 
shot the wounded. 

“The French government will leave 
to the earnest consideration of the 
powers such reprehensible acts and 
criminal deeds that have never before 
so dishonored civilized belligerent na- 
dions.” 


RESIST T0 LAST GASP; 
ALL IN READINESS FOR 
DEFENSE OF ANTWERP 


London, Aug. ~ 21. (Oo. 20 am,).—The 
correspondent of the Times at The 
Hague, telegraphing today says: 

The preparations for the defence of 
Antwerp extend over an enormous area. 
All classes in the city are joining in 
the work day and night, but there Is 
no sign of*panic or confusion. 

“The gates driven through the walls 
by a peace-loving people are closed 
while this work of preparation goes 
doggedly forward.

UNTIL WAR IS FINISHED. 


Ottawa, Aug. 21.—Sir Robert 
Borden announced at the open- 
ing of parliament today that in 
consideration of the present cri- 
sis his royal highness the Duke 
of Connaught has decided to 
place himself at the disposal of 
his Majesiy the king, and his 
reriod of office as governor- 
general of Canada, which was to 
expire in October, has been ex- 
tended for full term of the war.

JAPAN GIVES HER 
REASONS SENDING 
NOTE TO GERMANY 


Kaiser's Attitude Has Demor- 
alized Trade Interests of 
Nation, 'Tis Said, 


STRENGTHENED KIAO CHAU 
ENFORCED COOLIE LABOR 


Absolutely Necessary to Elim- 
inate Such Possession to 
Get Peace in East, 


«.- Washington, Aug 21.—Interference 
by German cruisers with the shipping 
of Japan's ally, Great Britain, with the 
Selzuro of Japan's goods in German 
bottom, and the consequent grave dis- 
location of Japanese trade, are the 
principal reasons set forward by Japan 
in explanation of the ultimatum dell- 
vered to Germany last Sunday. It was 
not until yesterday that the full text 
of the statement issued by the Japan- 
ese forelen office bearing upon this 
subject became available, The docu- 
ment says: “From the beginnig of hos- 
tillties between England and Germany, 
the latter has been bending all her 
energies to Strengthening all her for- 
tificaitons at Kiao Chai, even to the 
extent cf enforcing labor upon them 
by the Chinese coolles, 

“Meanwhile the German squadrons 
stationed in the far east having been 
making incessant appearance in Chin- 
ese water, making Kiao Chau .their 
base, and in co-operation with German 
converted cruisers threatening and In- 
terfering with Brilish shipping and 
commerce, thereby threatening and In. 
juring to a considerable extent the 
commercial interests in general of 
Great Dritain, 

In the meantiine the attitude of Ger- 
many has nct failed to greatly demor- 
allzo the trade interests of Japan, In 
fact, the whole eastern commercial 
world has been thrown into a state of 
utmost uneasiness. Some of the Japan- 
eso merchant vessela have been de- 
tained and all of the Japanese impur- 
tant export cargoes on board tho Ger- 
man merchant vessels have been re- 
quisitioned. 

“It Is clear that unless Germany had 
a stiong base at Kiao Chau the con- 
ditions such as above outlined could 
never have been produced. It is this 
possession of Kiao Chau that is solely 
responsible for it all; {l is the strong- 
est weapon in the hands of the Ger- 
mans so far as the fur east is con- 
cerned. 

“It is absolutely necessary to elimin- 
ate such possession completely if Japay 
is to restore immediately complete 
peace in the far east in accordance with 
the .terms of the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance,” 


FRUIT GROWING AND 
FISHING DEVELOPING 
ROUND PRINCE RUPERT 


The Prince Rupert fisheries are de- 
veloping very rapidly and during the 
month of July the fleet gathere In a 
eatch valued at $490,535. This inciud- 
ed salmon taken {fn the canneries or 
used otherwise. Of that quantity 6,800 
pounds were elther frozen or used in 
a fresh condition. In a canned form 
there were 8,156,000 pounds made use 
of, while for mild curing 1,289,000 
pounds were utillzed. 

Halibut is easily the next most im- 
portant fish for the month, with a 
total catch Ianded of 1,016,000 pounds. 
The only other variety that was rep- 
resented In any quantity was the cod 
to the extent of §,000 pounds, all of 
which was used fresh. 

There Is also an ever’ Increasing 
production of fruits and vegetables in 
the district around Prince Rupert. 
These have been of exceptionally good 
quality. Fruits ripened earlier than 
usual this season bringing them into 
close competition with produce grown 
farther to the south. 

On egrower, H. D. Lenhart, at Mile 
87 on the Grand Trunk Pacific railway 
along the Skeena river, has received 
$700 for the strawberries grown on 
1 1-2 acres of land, while much of his 
crop still remains to be picked.
